Ott.nwn. <»nt., April !♦. — llishly iiilen^sling was 
t1i<- purliaiiKMil.-iry skiniiisliiiig lliat atleiuk-tl the 
killing <>r tli»‘ Miller aiiti lM'lliiig bill at the sessimi 
of tin- lloiise of (Nrtninoiis llnirsday night. Ituring 
the iii.uiiiiig aiiil afii-riKHMi sitting of tiie hoiis<‘ the 
tlehjite had 4'ontiniied with little »‘X<-itemeiit ex<a-i)t 
for a brief <-ii<-oiinli r ladween Messrs. Oarvell (l.ih- 
erul. New i:nins\vi<-k • and .Mr. t'rosJiy tilalifaxi. 
H'le' f.iraier made swe«‘piiig eiiarges of eorrii|dion 
iiiaiii the trotting traeks of the iiiaritinie proviiKx-s, 
whieh were laitl.v resc-nt<‘d by the nienilH-r for Hali- 
fax. When the hous<‘ reassenibleil at eight o'<-loek it 
Was evident tliat the oi>|H>nents of the bill were 
sanguine of vletory. Mr. Met'oll (West Northiim- 
berlandl, who led the op|s>sition to tia* measnii*. 
tiKiKsI to strik(> out Seetloii 1 of the bill. This letr- 
tieiilar seefiiHi was not itit|M>rtaiit, btit the niotioti 
Was intende^l to force a show of luinds. It carried 
l>.v a vote of seveiity-«‘ight to seventy-seven. Of the 
ministers Sir Frederick Itordeii. .Mr. Sifton and Mr. 
A.vlesworth st<K«l u|i and were eoiinted among 
tlnise wiio voted in favor of the motion to virttially 
kill the hill. Sir Wilfrid Laiirier. Mr. K. L. IJorden 
and .Mr. (ieorge (Irahntn were eonnt(*d in the nega- 
tive. 'Hie hill iMMiig in <x>ininitte<‘ of Hie whole, tiie 
yens and nays were isd called or ree<ird<*d. but it 
was apparent tliat all part.v lines were obliterated. 
Another test vot<* oi-enm-d niHin Mr. Met'oH's motion 
to i^lrike out Section 1! <d tiie bill. Ity this time the 
opiKiiMMits of the bill were stronger and carried their 
Ijoint b.v a majority of twtdve. This time Minister 
tin ham aligned himself with the enemies of the 
fneasiire. 

'.Mr. Miller was now fighting with his back to the 
wall. He S4ing!it to reassemble his birces and to 
meet to some extent the views of ids oiilsinents b.v 
I»r«»|iosing an amendment to the effect that nothing 
in the hill slsmld Is* construed to tirohihit individual 
Isdting. This wa.s lost on a stniidliig vote of eiglity- 
S(‘veu to seventy-four. Mr. Miller flien ran up lls* 
white Hag b.v moving that the ('ommittiH* rise, and 
snddeiily hronght down upon his liead an avalanche 
of criticism from his own supiiorters as well as from 
the op|H>nents of the bill. 

From this lime on the house was in great eonfti- 
sloii. Itepnly Sts-aker .McIntyre, who was presiding, 
kept his head, however, and deidared several motions 
out of oriler. ineinding one made by iSir Wilfrid 
l.(anrier. For a time there were liots-s of a (sinipro- 
*iiis<». bat Mr. .Miller declared that the measure jiro- 
isisisl by .Mr. M<-<'oIl iiatterned after the English 
statute Would make matters worse than under the 
jm-sent law. 'Hie house was eiitirel.v willing to 
ninend the t'riniinal t'<Kh‘ by pro’ilhiting the hand- 
tsuik and the pisdnsan and the advertisenieiit and 
sale of lips, and to shorten tin- time of race meet- 
ings. but the promoters of the Miller bilf preferred 
to have the wlnde matter go over until the next 
session of iiarliaiiieiit. 

Itnrinr; the afleni<M>n delmte. U. L. Ilorden. leader 
of llie conservative o|i|H>sition. insisted that the 
government should annmiitce its isisition. This Sir 
Wilfnsl l.sinrier rifnsisl to ib» and frankl.v ad- 
iiiilled that irreisimdlable diffei'ema-s of oiiinioii ex- 
Isltsl among live inetiils'rs of the cabitud. Mr. A.vles- 
wortli. however, had alread.v siioken. He descrilied 
tiM- vMfH'oll amendments as (SHistitnting th(‘ nitaiel 
•daiute wliich hail Ihmmi taken fnuii the English stat- 
ute drafteil by Isird Havey. He scored the .Miller 
bill, or till' "Vatikie bill.” as he called it, unmerci- 
ful l.v. 

W. F. Maclean preferred the substitute hill em- 
iMMlled in the Met'oll amcndnieiits. He opposed the 
■Miller hill as rc|iorl«sl b.v the sis-cial (siiiimittee as 
uu ilfitish. It had la-en copied, he said, from the 
liast.v l.'gi.slation of s<*veral of lii:- t'nited Stales. 
wlii(di hail made tsHiditions worse instead of ladter. 
To dciHMince the W«sMMiiiie as a degraded plaiv and 
to deiioiiiice the iKsiple who patronize it as criminals 
was an insult which !!«• ixHtple of Toronto would 
res«*nt. 'llien- was no imblic demand for iiariiament 
to (Us-lare a large and respected section of the com- 
iiinnity to lie criminals. 

.Mr. Fortin tl.iheral. (JnelK'ci opiMised the Miller 
Idll and twitted some English-sisniking nieiiils-rs of 
tin- house with iin-oiisisteiicy. These gentlemen, he 
eiaid. were always preaching loyally to (Ileal Itril- 
alii. and now they were forcing a lyraiinicai law np- 
siii tjnciM-c vvhiHi tbiiilisl liritish tradition ami was 
tieiug iirmsl by zealots from the I'niled Stal('s. !!(■ 
warneil the Isstse that if the .MilUw bill did pass 
St w<Mihl never be **nfm*ccd in Omdso*. 

lion. .\. 1!. .\.v iosworlh. .Minister of .Instice on the 
lamrii-r cabinet, said the .McC.dl amendments con- 
slilnltsl a bill taken almost verbatim from the Eng- 
lish slalnle. He Would refer to that as the “Hril- 
ish bill”; the measure i>r.'.sented bv .Mr. .Miller he 
«‘h!isleni-<| the ••Vankev* bill". The Itritish bill 
t^lruck at the per.son. the >'ank(‘e bill struck at the 
place. One was a model statute, well dcsigmsl to 
<-ure the evils which bad grown up on the race 
«-our.se; the other Was cither iiieoherent or it went 
>so far a.s to prohibit the smallest wager Imlwi-en in- 
dividuals. It vvonlil imt onl.v affect the race course, 
lint it would also make it a crime to ida.v briilge or 
••veu checkers if a cigar was at stake. "Where is 
this thing going to end';” askial .Mr. .V.vlesvvortli. 
•■•Wc have madi‘ it a crime for a man to go fishing on 
Jsnnda.v: we have branded as a criminal a Im>.v ne.iriy 
grown who smok<-s a cigarette. I believe tin* dav is 
not far distant when the inllneiices behind the .Milb-r 
bill will demaml a crimin.il statute against card 
ida.ving. dam-ing and any other form of amusement 
tvhich certain |a-oph‘ ma.v regard as sinful.” 

He thought tin* who!.* snbiect of regulating racing 
nssociatloiis might safely la* left to the provinct s. If 
the provincial governments c<aih’ Is* trusted In r<*g>t- 
l;ite the li«|ma- irallic. they could certaiid.v regnl-itc* 
racing ass.a ial ions. The nn-asiire pro|H>sed b.v Mr. 
Mci'oll. he said, was su|e-rior in ever.v way to the 
Miller bill, ami he would su|>|Mirt it. altlmugh the 
matter of the length of linn' a meeting shonbi last 
and the nnmia-r of meetings to Ih' hehl in an.v one 
year slionbl !«• a ni-itter to l«* dealt with ii.v provin- 
<*iiit legislaii'in. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Eaiicasi.-r favoreil the amemlnient proiaised 
liy .Mr. .McColl. He had receiv**d letters .'(Iniost Com- 
iiianding him to vote for the Miller bill, but he h.nl 
jilso r*-celve<| m.'iny letters from nnxlerate people 
urging him to vote for the amemlnient. The pro- 
(Kisal of Mr. Met'oll vvoidd. for one thing, maki* far 
less Ii.v |l'•<«•risy among the iwoph*. In the trite in- 
fen*sls of inoralil.v. Iben'fore. In* thought the ann'iid- 
ineiit was the Ix'sl legislation tin* hisise conbi jiass. 

.Mr. (b-rman (Wellandi defended tin* Fort Erie 
Imck. which In- said was coiidiieied on as high a 
plain* as the V.'o xlbim* race track. He p<diited out 
that there were ditler(*nc<*s of o|dnion a.; to wh.it 
was a pro|H'r standard of moral r<*ctilnde. He re- 
niimb-d the hon.-n that at oin* time there was a great 
sMilcr.v against the riiiining of street cars on Sun 
xla.vs. If a by law were proposal to sto|> the run- 
ning of strvs't cars on Sundays in T<ironlo he pre- 
Jicl**d that it would In* badl.v di-feated. 

Mr. Miller, father of the bill. shovv(*d irritation 
In replying to Mr. .\ylesworth. who had assiim<*d tiie 
role of gislfather by calling his measure the Vaiiki *• 
trill. .\fler sotm* of .Mr. Mllh*r's stipmirlers had
